Tlio people of Colorado are ■ becoming 
alarmed "at the invasion of tho state by con- 
sumptivos, and Benverites ere formulating 
a scbehta for their cases, which will require 
an enormous .sum of money, but which, 
they bolievo r will*bc advantageous in tho 
end. Many physicians are of the opinion 
that the life of a consumptive coming from 
the east to this altitude is but silently pro* 
longed unless all the time, possible is spent 
in the open' air and at some manual labor, 
So for several months a party of prominent 
and wealthlv citizens; of Denver have been 
a/iietly at worlc securing opliopB on lauds 
near the city, which will be improved and 
turned into small fruit and frarden ranches 
for the use of mon and women afflicted 
with weak lungs.. , It is - the , intention of 
those who have the work in' charge to se- 
cure between ' 4,000 and 5,000 acres. A 
large amount of money has already been 
secured, but a still larger sum will be re- 
quired, '. Of this a considerable portion has 
been pledged. Within a vnry* short time 
the association in whose name the hind 
will be held will be incorporated. ■ - 

The main object of the association is to 
got consumptives out of -Denver and. the 
other cities of. the state, giving them a 
light employment that will make them 
set f r suppor ting. The object is charity on 
the most* liberal scale, because every en- 
deavor will be put forth to mako the sick 
well and to keep sickness from the hoal thy. 
The scheme is based upon tho fact that few 
consumptives coming to Colorado get the 
benefits that the dry and rarefied -atmos- 
phere affords because they sit still and' ex- 
pect the climate to cure them; The mis- 
taken impression prevails that tlio utmost 
tranquility nccouiplinbes tho most good) 
when tho fact is'tbat in Colorado more ex- 
ertion is necessary than in other sections 
to fill the cells of the lungs with the -air 
that will in time heal the diseased parts, 

The, intention is to furnish Ja means 
whereby a'man or woman can secure the 
best food, accommodations,! and medical 
attendance for' from $3 to %k a week, and 
can, if they are able, earn enough -or 
mora to pay their expenses. Plana ore be- 
ing, made to : ftnd employment, for the 
women who may join the/colony, .bdt as 
yet nothing definite has been decided upon;

■ The tall spars of the Sparrow Hawk 
inclined to leeward .until the lower yard- 
anus nearly kissed tlie \vnter; and for mi 
iustnut she' maintained that recumbent 
position,. as though she feared to oppose 
her wings to'thc. xtrength of the tempest.

Two famous men' otiEncllsli'. letters- 
John Buskin and itlchard D. Blackinore 
—have passed away. Both died In the 
fHllueSH'df time and with thdr work ae- 
com pushed, but. their departure, never- 
rhclcss, has maddened thousands of hearts 
wherever the best in -Hngilsh literature Is 
known rind appreciated. The death of 
Buskin is. no surprise to artistic and lit- 
era ry- London. It bus been known for 
the' last two or: three years that. his mind 
aiid body were gradually weakening. It 
is long since he ceased to be a living 
force In English art, but.' it, is Impossible 
to oVefcsilmatc , the -mlluence he bos 
wielded In the prist.' 
V There have been few ns striking figures 
in Ihe literature -»f the Victorian era as 
that of. Job n Husk i u . Willi Ca rlyle,. Ten- 
nyson and Browning, he stood in the first 
rank of the creative and inspiring forces 
of letters. . In a certain sense these four 
great writers supplemented otic another's 
gen|utt.' In the ."realm of art criticism 
Buskin was the most brlllinnt %yriter ot 
the century, carrying over into n morn I 
earnestness and purity that" once .more 
transfigured -.art and made it minlstrant 
to the highest' in man. .Buskin's moral 
earnestness, and sincerity and his dissat- 
isfaction with modern society" found full-, 
est expression in bis famous "Fors Clnv- 
igera" papers. - 

As t'o BJackmore, his story of "Lornn 
Hoorie" has been called by some gftod 
critics the greatest novel of the century.

Dowers Manila lettoY. 

The secretary ,of the navy, in response to 
a request of tho senate, transmitted a letter 
written by Admiral (them Commodore) 
Dcwoyfrom Hong Kong, beJore he Vailed 
to Manila, in which he expressed confidence 
that he could capture the Spanish fleet and 
reduce the defenses of Manila in one day. 
Tho letter is written on tbe flagship Olyra- 
pia and is dated March 31, 1398. It reads: 

"Sir: On the receipt o! your telegram 
of Feb. 20, the Olympia, Raleigh and 
Petrel were at this port, and the Boston 
nnd Concord were at Chemulpo, Corea. 
The two latter vessels were ordered hero at 
once and arrived five days later. Since 
that time tho Vessels have been kept full of 
the beat coal obtainable, provisioned and 
ready to move at twenty-four hours' notice. 
From inspection during the Iast ; month I 
find the squadron in a high state; of effic- 
iency I have been in communication 
with reliable persons in Manila and rim 
able to give you what I belie vo to be a true 
account of thB defenses of that place, which 
are. as follows: ' ' 

"The cruiser Rcina Christina, of: 3,000 
tons, the wooden crniser-Caafcilla of 3,842j 
tho gunboats Bon Juan de Austria, and 
Is la do Luzon of 1,1 '10 respectful lyj about' 
twelve armed tugs and launches for -river 
service; a battery of fiva or poBsibly sir fljtf 
inch guns on Carrigedor island at the ^en- 
trance to Mnnila bay, twenty-Boven ■ miles 
from the city. These gutis have only been 
mounted daring tbo last, month. There Is 
a clear channel oh each tide of this island, ' 



one two and the other five "miles in width. 
A small, quick' battery is at Cavito, the 
naval station, seven miles by water from 
thecity, Batleries riimilnr -to these urn 
along the water front of the city itself, and 
a small fort at the entrance to the Paeig 
river. About 15,000 soldiers of all arms 
in alt the islands of which bnlf nro in the 
city of Manila.' The islands are now: in n 
state o£ insurrection, and roy informants 
Btate even that tbe r Spanish soldiers,.. who 
constitute only a smhll part, of the .whole, 
are disa fleeted. Both ships and' foils ore 
fn need of ammunition. 

"I believe I am. not over-contident in 
stating that. with the squadron now nhder 
my command the vessels Could be taken 
and the defenses at Manila reduced in one 
day. There ib every reason to believe that. 
with Manila taken or. evtm blockaded, the 
rest of the islands would fall either .to. .the 
insurgents or ourselves, as they are nhly 
held now through the support of the navy 
and are dependent upon Manila for sup- 
plies. Information baa just reached _me 
that there are 5,000 armed rebels in camp 
near Manila who are willing to assist us.'*
